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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's amendment filed September 30, 2003 has been entered. Claims 1, 8, and 15 
have been amended. Claims 2, 9, 16, and 21-26 have been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3 - 8, 10 - 15, and 17 - 20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts disclose a ROM cell connected to a true bit line and a complementary bit 
line comprising: 

first transistor having first drain and first source and second transistor having second 
drain and second source, the first drain connected to the true bit line and the second drain 
connected to the complementary bit line. 

The prior arts however fail to teach or reasonably suggest: 

a connection of only one of the first source and second source to ground programs the 
ROM cell. 

4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
